Later they moved into 
the ie Government's head- 
quarters there, built shops, opened 
stores and eventually Kiryat Arba 
became a settlement of 4,000 people. 

The Defence spokesman 
said last night he did not expect 
Opposition to the settlers’ wish to 
open shops in the camps. He added 
the army may want to employ the 
settlers “but will not stop a lawyer 
or a doctor from continuing their 
practice.” 

After the agreement was reached, 
the roadblocks were immediately 
lifted, and details reached on the 
O/C arrangements for transferring 
the groups from here to their new 
settlement.

Rabin postpones decision. 
on reshuffling Cabinet

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday agreed to postpone deci- 
sion and discussion of his proposed 
Cabinet changes. This emerged from 
a meeting hetween Rabin and In- 
terior Minister Yosef Burg. 

After the meeting, Dr. Burg issued 
the following statement: “The Prime 
Minister will confer with the Na- 
tional Religious Party on the issye 
of Cabinet reorganization after the 
Cabinet's discussions of the Govern- 
ment budget, and before the matter 
ig to be brought to a vote.” 

Rabin’s reform proposal would 


combine the Social Welfare and 
Labour Ministries and transfer the 
enlarged portfolio from the NRP’s 
Zevulun Hammer to Mapam’s Vic- 
tor Shemtov. The proposal has 
angered the NRP, who do not want 
to give up the Welfare Ministry, 
and veteran Mapai members of the 
Labour Party, who oppose relin- 
quishing the Labour portfolio, held 
by Moshe EBaram, te Mapam. 

In the wake of yesterday's mest- 
ing, there was speculation that 
Rabin might decide to shelve his 
proposal altogether to avoid further 
coalition tensions. 


Bar-Lev raps Aloni for 
unsubstantiated charges

ME Shulamit Aloni of Ya'ad came 
under scathing attack in the Knes. 
set yesterday for failing to sub. 
stantlate charges she had made 
against officials of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. 

Last April Mrs. Aloni alleged that 
some senior workers in the Min- 
istry’s commodity-purchasing divi- 
sion had received favours and 
“special treatment” from agents of 
foreign firms who do business with 
the division. (The Ministry is sole 
importer of certain basic food com- 
modities, including beef.) 

Addressing the House yesterday 
to review his office's activities, Min- 
ister of Commerce and Industry 
Haim Bar-Lev declared: “I view 
her charges very seriously. To this 
date — seven-and-a-half months 
after she made them — Mrs. Aloni 
has stilt! not come ferward, as I 
requested her at the time, to give 
me the names of those officials. 

“Smearing fellow politicians is one 
thing, but defaming civil servants is 
another.” 

Mrs. Aloni was in the Knesset 
cafeteria when Bar-Lev made his 
remarks, 

When Alignment MK Jacques 
Amir asked why he did not take 
action against Mrs. Aloni, Minister 
Bar-Lev replied: “I cannot, because 


she enjoys parliamentary immu. 
nity." 

During yesterdays review, 
Mapam’s Yehuda Yudin chided the 
Ministry fo r‘failing to draw up a 
master plan for developing the coun- 
try’s industrial base.” 

According to Yudin, such a plan 
should include detailed plans for 
vocational re-training and expansion 
of the economies of the development 
towns. “Without a detailed master 
plan, we shall never be able recruit 
investment capital from abroad,” 
he asserted. 

Mr. Bar-Lev repudiated Yudin’s 
elaim, saying the Mini did have 
an overall plan for industrial deve- 
lopment. He also denied a charge 
by Likud's Gideon Patt that the 
Ministry was overstaffed. Bar-Lev 
disclosed that an outside consultant 
is engaged in a man-work survey 
of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, and changes in the staff 
complement will be made if re 
commended. 


Mr. Bar-Ley told the Knesset he 
has no intention of requiring man- 
ufacturers to mark their goods with 
the retail price, except for mer- 
chandise sold uniformly throughout 
the country, such as cigarettes, and 
merchandise sold in manufacturer- 
owned retail shops, such as the Ata 
clothing stores.

High Court blasts Lands Administration 


for unfairness in terms of tender 


THE HAIGH COURT in Jerusalem 
this week cancelled a tender put 
out by the Lands Administration, 
on grounds that it contained an 
edberage erred cred clause prone i 
Kupat Hol over a group of pri- 
investors. 


vate A 

The tender was for bids to erect 
a sanatorium-hotel complex on a 
particular plot of land in the Jeru- 
salem hilig —- a plan first advanced 
by a group headed by Mordechai 
Ben-Haim and then by Kupat Holim 
when Ben-Haim ran into adminis- 
trative difficulties. In its two-to-one 
decision, the Court scored the Lands 
Administration for having failed to 
show the basic fairness required cf 
ἃ public body, and also questioned 
the Health Ministry's criteria for 
granting recommendations. 

The affair began in July ‘1971. 
when Ben-Haim applied to the Lands 
Administration to have 30 dunam 
near Jerusalem reclassified so that 
his U.S.-backed group could buy it 
for the proposed sanatorium. The 
Administration, he says, agreed, and 
the Health Ministry, whose director- 
general was then Baruch Padeh, 
gave its recommendation. 

However, the Administration only 
carried out the reclassification in 
1974. Ben-Haim, to avoid further 
loss of time, then asked to be able 
to purchase the land without public 
bidding and on easy terms. For this, 
he needed a recommendation from 
the Tourism Ministry and a renewed 
recommendation from the Health 
Ministry. He was unable to obtain

that the Parliament of Burope had 
several times gone on record as 
supporting various Israeli policies 
anc had taken the unusual step of 
rebuking another international body, 
the UN General Assembly, for its 
condemnation of Israel.

Mother-and-daughter stranglers 
get manslaughter sentence 


TEL AVIV. A woman who 
strangled her husband with a rope 
after he threatened her with a 
knife, and her mother, who helped 
her, were convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced yesterday in District 
Court here. 


Zina Leviashvill, 86, of Lod, and 
her mother, Tamara Avrahamshvill, 
57, claimed their killing of David 
Leviashvili, 52, was the culmination 
of many years of struggle in the 
family, during which the husband 
drank, beat his wife and their nine 
children, took large doses of sleep-~ 
ing pills and tried to kill himself. 


The day of the killing, he was 
drunk, took an overdose of sleeping 
pills, and tried to slash his wife 
with a knife. She spotted a rope 
on the kitchen table and strangled 


Israeli suspects in 


him with it. 

The daughter was sentenced to 
three years in prison, and her 
mother to a year and a half. In 
their ruling, the judges painted out 
the medical evidence that Levia- 
shvili would have died of an aver- 
dose of sleeping pills if he did not 
receive immediate treatment. They 
also noted that, several days prior 
to the incident, hea gave his tefilix 
(phylacteries) and ‘Tora scroll to 
another member of the local syna- 
gogue, a sign that he no longer 
wished to live. 

The sentences were light in view 
of the circumstances of the killing, 
and the fact that the older woman 
has a heart condition and attempted 
to commit suicide in jail, Both 
women, Itim , received the 
light sentences with relief.

ANTWERP, — Antwerp diamond 
trade spokesmen yesterday flatly 
denied the recent allegation by 
on id Hechange ‘hat th Ras.

The claim was said to have been 
made at a news conference in Tel 
Aviv last month by Moshe Schnitzer.

Sylvain Ringer, manager of the 
Antwerp Diamond Company, ane of 
the leading distributors of Soviet- 
eut diamonds, told the Associated 
Press: “The statement by Mr. 
Schnitzer is unfounded. There is no 
proof of any price-cutting by the 
Russians, In my opinion, Mr. Schni- 
twer's allegations are intended to 
exert pressure on the Israel Gov- 
ernment because of increasing bo- 


reaucratic interference with diamond 
trade in that country.” 

Jacques Nutkewitz, president of 
the World Federation of Diamond 
Bourses, toki the 4P: “When I read 
the statement apparently made by 
Moshe Schnitzer, I was really flab. 
bergasted... I must say that it is 
the purest nonsense I ever heard in 
my life in the diamond business. 
'To say that the Russians have been 
selling their goods 50 per cent below 
the diamond price on the world 
market is something unbelievable. 
Sehuitzer was quoted as saying 
at his news conference: “The Rus- 
sian Government offers polished 
diamonds for sale at half the price 
of the world market. Asian orders 
for stones polished in Israel for an 
amount of $10m. have been can- 
celled az a direct result of this 
tremendous price abatement.” 

Ringer, who is also a shareholder

Schizophrenia 
said hereditary 


SANTA MONICA (Calif.)— 
Researchers say they have amassed 
conclusive evidence that most schi- 
zophrenia is caused by chemical im- 
balances in the brain and tends to 
be hereditary. 

“We now have a steady stream of 
new data and information instead 
of just 2 simplistic theory," said Dr. 
Willlam E. Bunney of the National 
Institute of Mental Health during a 
conference here. 

Dr. Seymour Kety, a Harvard Uni- 
versity psychopharmacologist in 
whose honour the gathering was 
held, said there was now “conclusive 
evidence" of hereditary influence in 
most schizophrenia and many cases 
of manic depression. In studies of 
adopted persons who developed the 
ilmess later In life, scientists who 
contacted the patients’ natural fami- 
lies — with whom the victims had 
me contact after their adoption — 
determined that the illness tended to 
run in the family.

BRUSSELS. —- The European 
members of Nato decided yester-

‘The study was agreed on by the 
Hurogroup, which includes 10 of 
the 13 European members of Nato 
— all except France, Iceland and 
Portugal. The one-day meeting 
of Eurogroup defence ministers 
will be followed this week by 
metings of all Nato defence and 
foreign ministers.

Some nations, like France and 
Italy, have banned the groups 
but face growing agitation fram 
soldiers.

The 
rival Soviet-backed Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of Angola 
(MPLA) was ejected from one town 
atter another as the UNITA and 
FNLA forces headed northwards 
towards the MPLA's capital, Luanda, 


but their drive appears to have 
been checked in recent days. 

But the main cause of the initial 
rapid Success registered by UNITA 
and the FNLA in the south has 
been the assistance of well-trained 
South African troops. I and four 
other British and American journal- 
ists saw more then 50 young, white 
soldiera, apparently South Africans, 
at Benguela airport during a brief 
visit there on November 1. Some 
were manning two Panhard ar- 
moured cars on the airport access 
road while the majority stacked 
arms crates in the hangars. UNITA

WELLINGTON. — New Zealand's 
new Prime Minister, Robert Mul- 
doon, called himself a man “for 
the ordinary bloke” when he took 
office at the beginni of this 
month.

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ARAB SOCIETY, taken as a 
whole, is one of the youngest in 
the world in terms of age 
groupings. Hence the increasing 
preoccupation of Arab 
sociologists and psychologists 
with the specific ‘‘problems”’ of 
the Arab adolescent and the 
proliferation of writing on the 
subject in recent years. 

But are there such 
“problems?™ And in what way 
are they peculiar to Arab 
teenagers rather than to others 
in other societies and cultures? 
More than three decades ago the 
late Salama Mousa, an Egyptian 
writer and thinker with opinions 
and practical proposals so ad- 
vanced that they proved totally 
unacceptable to his contem- 
poraries, wrote a short essay in 
which he enumerated the points 
of contrast befween the young 
males in Egypt and in Europe. 
When we compare the two, he 
wrote, we find them equa] in in- 
telligence and perhaps in train- 
ing and education — but there 
the comparison ends. 

Among the disabilities which. 
Mousa found in the young Egyp- 
tian when compared with his 
European counterpart were the 
following: 

© Unlike his European contem- 
porary, the young Egyptian 
male is beset by an inability to 
be at ease with members of the 
opposite sex, to confront his 
superiors on equal terms, or to 
act without fear and feelings of 
weakness and helplessness. 

4 While the young European 
enjoys freedom of action within 
the home his Egyptian counter- 
part grows up in an atmosphere 
of coercion and submission. He 
kisses his parents’ hands instead 
of their cheeks; he notices that 
his mother wears the vei) and 
learns from her a fear of 
fowardness and directness. 

Φ At school the Egyptian boy 
finds that his teachers are con- 
cerned more about exams than 
about the formation of his per- 
sonality, that they demand 
obedience rather than affection. 
Spending his childhood and 
adolescence in an all-male en- 
vironment, moreover, the boy 
leaves school assuming a world 
in which the sexes are 
separated, so that 2 young man 
of 20 will in all probability have 

_had no experience of dealing or 
* diséoursitig with u woman other 
than his mother and sisters. 

These observations — and 
they amount to nothing more 
than that — were made by 


Iron Age village 
unearthed 


AN IRON AGE village, comprised of 
stone and brick houses built close 
together, was unearthed during a 
rescue excavation recently carried 
out at Tel Qiri. The site is located 
within the boundaries of Kibbutz 
Bazorea. 

Five major strata of the Iron Age 
— the most intensive period of oc- 
cupation — were discovered. Among 
those objects found here, particular- 
ly noteworthy were 10th century B.C. 


resembling 
rims; a small fort, probably of the 
8th century B.C.; and part of the 
adjacent Iron Age village. 

Strata of the Roman, Hellenistic, 
and Persian periods of occupation of - 
the site were also uncovered. The 
majority of the ceramic and 
architectural remains of these strata 
dates from the first to third centuries 
B.C. Three coins, two of bronze and 
one of silver, were also unearthed, all: 
three of them dating back to the 
reign of Ptolemy II in the 3rd cen- 
tury B.C. ᾿"

for the Arab adolescent 


Thirty years ago, an Egyptian writer found that while the young men of 

Egypt and Europe were equal in intelligence, the young Egyptian was beset 

by sexual and scholastic frustrations, peculiar to his background. NISSIM 

REJWAN looks at the proceedings of a recent Cairo symposium on the Arab 

adolescent, and concludes that the problems of the young Arab have not 
changed much in the past three decades. 


Salama Mousa, in the early 
1940s. Since then the whole 
world has undergone some 
profound changes, of which the 
revolution of the young has not 
been the least significant. In 
greater or lesser measure, the 
Arab world was also affected by 
these changes. However, a 
number of field studies recently 
conducted by Arab specialists in 
different parts of the Arab world 
tend to indicate that the basic 
problems posed by Mousa in his 
short sketch continue to beset the 
young Egyptian — as well as 
other Arab youngsters, both 
male and female. 

This emerges from a perusal 
of the proceedings of @ sym- 
posium held in Cairo last 
summer, at which more than ten 
papers prepared by psy- 
chologists and socia! scientists 
from ten different Arab coun- 
tries were read. The symposium 
dealt with ‘‘The Arab 
Adolescent: His Life and 
Problems.” and it was organised 
by the National Centre for Social 
and Criminologica] Studies, 
Egypt's foremost institute of its 
kind. 


Emotional conflicts 


To the observer interested 
specifically in the problems of 
Arab youth the symposium was 
somewhat disappointing 
because almost half of the ex- 
perts devoted their papers to the 
general subject of the adolescent 
everywhere. They concentrated 
mostly on the emotional con- 
flicts experienced by the adoles- 
cent, explaining that these are 
the result of an inability to ex- 
press newly developed needs ina 
socially acceptable manner. 

Most of the papers on the Arab 
adolescent, hisproblems, 
feelings and patterns of 
behaviour, were based on 
“‘initial'’ research among 
samples of young men and 
women in certain parts of the 
Arab world. One of the most in- 
teresting of these was the paper 
submitted by Dr. Othman 
Farraj of the American Univer- 
sity of Cairo, and based on a 
questionnaire distributed among 
first-year students at the 
American University of Cairo 
and the American University of 
Beirut. 

The study revealed a huge 
“‘gap" between the adolescents 
and their parents; 72 per cent of 
the male students said they did 
not like the way they were 
treated by their fathers, while 84 
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per cent of the girls admitted 
they hid their emotional 
preblems from their mothers. 
However, the question as to 
whether these percentages were 
higher or lower than those 
Prevalent among the 
adolescents of Europe and the 
United States was not dealt with. 

Dr. Khalil Shehab was a little 
more helpful. His thesis, which 
won him his Ph.D. degree from 
Columbia University, dealt with 
“the social, psychological and 
personal problems of the Arab 
adolescent” and was based on 
research conducted among 
samples of Egyptian, Iraqi, 
Algerian, Sudanese and Syrian 
young men and women. 

His findings revealed that the 
Arab adolescent's acutest 
problems were, in the 
order: ‘‘the hardships of school 
life, the problem of absorbing 
the material taught, lack of 
freedom in choosing a profession 
or discipline, sexual problems, 
bad health, and lots of leisure 
time which the adolescent did 
not know how to pass."" 

Again, we do not know how 

these findings compare with 
those of other studies conducted 
in other parts of the worid. Dr. 
Munira Ahmed Hilmi, whose 
paper dealt with the psy- 
chological crises suffered by 
Arab adolescents, found that 40 
per cent of-them were beset by 
such crises, and that their 
source was ‘the persistent 
frustration experienced by the 
Arab adolescent in his scholastic 
career.” 
BY FAR the most informative of 
the papers read at the sym- 
posium was the one based on 
research conducted by the Cen- 
tre itself with the help of a team 
of its staff researchers and 
students. Conducted on samples 
of students from various parts of 
the Arab world and processed by 
computers, the study revealed 
that, in the paramount field of 
leisure, 61 per cent of Arab 
adolescents had no television 
sets, 47 per cent did not know 
how to organise their leisure, 
while 44 per cent said they lived 
‘In a fatal vacuum.” On their 
life at school, 30 per cent com- 
plained there was not enough 
coordination between home and 
school, 35 per cent said most 
teachers were inept at their job, 
38 per cent claiméd that some 
teachers did not pay their pupils 
enough attention, and another 38 
per cent accused some teachers 
of favouring certain students.

Swedes develop test to detect 
all forms and stages of cancer 


STOCKHOLM. A major 
breakthrough in the fight against 
cancer has been achieved with a 
Swedish immunological test which 
Ys claimed to indicate the possible 
presence of cancer or suspected 
stages of cancer In practically all 
forma of the disease, The TPA test 
method (Tissue Polypeptide An- 
tigen) was the subject of a sym- 
posium held here last month under 


the chairmanship of Professor: 


Emeritus Geoffrey Edsall of the Lon- 
don School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine and attended by some 50 
researchers from nine countries. 

The TPA test method was 
developed by Associate Professor 
Berti] Bjorklund at the Section for 
Cancer Immunology of the National 
Swedish Bacteriological Lab- 
boratories (SBL). Simple blood’ or 
urine samples can be used for the 
test, as well as smear and sample 
biopsy tests. 


From a study made at the Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer 
Research, USA, it was reported that 
378 out of 513 cancer patients had 
elevated TPA values in the blood and 
49 out of ΤΊ in the urize. A breakdown 
on specific cancers showed abnor- 
mally high TPA values for between 
70 and 85 per cent of all cases of 
breast, lung and pancreas cancer, 
leukemia, and lymphoma, as well as 
of gastro-intestinal and uterine 
cancer. 

A study on 24 women with ad- 
vanced breast cancer at the Malmo 
General Hospital confirmed that the 
rapid normalization of TPA after 
successful therapy makes it a useful 
indicator of the efficacy of anti- 
tumour or hormone treatment. With 
TPA tests doctors can learn if a drug 
is effective or not within a few weeks, 
whereas other methods may take so 
much time that it is too late for alter- 
native treatment. 
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
